LETTER FROM "LONDON. 

Correspondence of the Hartford Herald. 

No. 2, Vkusox Place, Bloomsb. - I 
H Sgr are, London, August 15. J 
The day following that on which I wrote 
you from the steamer Victoria, we reached 
Londonderry, at I p. m. After lying there 
long enough to put off some passengers 



and their luggage, we steamed for Scot- 
land. 

THE HTM AND GLASGOW. 

We reached the mouth of the Clyde just 
at daylight. This river is renowned for 
its beautiful scenery , and also for the larg- 
est and best ship building docks in the 
world. The passengers were out bright 
and early to ga/.c upon the beauties of its 
banks. Land never looked as pretty to 
me before. This was the first I had seen 
since I left New York, except the bine hills 
of Ireland, in the distance looking like so 
many clouds. We steamed up the Clvde 
to Greenock, a distance of forty miles be- 
low (ilasgow. Here is located the cus- | 
lorn house, and it is here that the officers 
come aboard and turn the baggage "upside 
down" in seareh ol tobacco and cigars, 
and such articles as are imported from 
our country. We were detained here 
about two hours and a half, after which 
the Captain announced that he could go 
no farther up on account of the low tide. 
We wire soon transferred to the shore, 
put aboard a train, and reached Glasgow 
at ISM a. m. My cousin and I, in com- 
pany with a Mr. Bevan and lady, of New 
York City, (for whom we formed quite an 
attachment on the way), stopped at the 
(>ueen's Hotel, a palatial building, and 
"run" on an aristocratic plan. It is pat- 
ronized by the nobility, consequently the 
style. I mm h preferred a little less style 
and more to eat. After dining, we got into 
a carriage and look a drive through the 
city and to West Bat] Park. Glasgow is 
a magnificent city, clean and nice, and 
suh.-tantially built. Thelmildings are all 
of elegant granite— not a brick ItMM to be 
seen. They look as though they were 
built to last for centuries. The streets are 
paved in the same substantial manner. — 
Glasgow is a city of some 50i),U0O souls, 
and seems to be under good regulations. 
The Scotch horse was something to attract 
my attention. The i.lea occurred to me 
that one of them would be a valuable ad- 
dition to an American menagerie. They 
are certainly the largest specimens of the 
equine species I have ever seen. You 
rarely see more than one hitched to an 
ordinary wagon or carriage. West-End 
Park is the pride ol Glasgow. It is ex- 
tensively improved, and the air is loaded 
dow n with the odor of llowers and musi- 
cal w ith the chattering of birds. While 
taking that drive, we saw what we were 
told was the highest chimney in the WW I J 
(Ml feet). It belonged to a factory ol 
some kind, and actually seemed to tower 
among the clouds. We also saw the larg- 
est livery stable in Great Britain, a stone 
building, that covered a whole square and 
contained one thousand hi

"largest city b the world !" 

To-day we were granted permission to 
go through Westminster Palace, through 
the Houses of Lord and Commons. 
To attempt a description of these wonld 
be useless; suffice it to say, that the 
grandeur of the scenery surpassed any- 
thing that had ever been pictured in my 
imagination, especially in the House of 
Lords, wherein was the tjneeii's throne. 

We went from the Palace to West- 
minster Abbey, where we were soon sur- 
rounded by the tombs of the illustrious 
dead. Westminster Abbey may not in- 
aptly be called the Pantheon of the 
glory of Great Britain, for it is its monu- 
ments and remains which render the Ah 
bey so precious to Englishmen, and the 
whole civilized world. Here lie nearly 
all the Kings, tjueens and Princes of this 
country from Edward the Confessor, to 
George II. At the menticn of the very 
name what a crowd thoughts rush upon 
the mind. Here kings and sculptors, 
princes and poets, philosophers and war- 
riors, and the authors of imperishable 
strains, silently moulder in the dust; en- 
during marble embalms t'leir memo'v. 
Here side by side reels the crowned head 
and the chancellor, the philanthropist 
and the naval hero. Here the rival 
statesman are at peace, and the tongue 
of the orator is mute. Here the first 
English Bible is-tied Irom the prestl. As 
you enter, you take off your hat. All is 
quiet; there may be a great many visitors, 
but they scarcely speak above a whisper. 
And during the hour of servic*. (M and 
3 o'clock), the pealing organ and the 
swelling choir reverberating through the 
lofty grey-grown aisles, attunes the mind 
to solemn thoughts and sobriety of de- 
meanor.

What to do with the llogw. 

All the probabilities now are that 
farmers will receive good prices lor 
their hogs the coming Fall and Win- 
ter. It is also propable that the prices 

is evident that to many farmers it is 
important, in a more than usual degree, 

blc front their crops within the next 
few months. It i- not at all improba- 
ble that the prices in the early part of 
the season w ill be as high as will Ik 
n iched at any time during the Winter. 
It is a well-known fact that flesh can lie 
put on hogs at less cost in moderate 
than in extremely cold weather. It i 
coming to be generally admitted that 
the weight can be increased on young 

ones. 

Looking at all these fwti and prob- 
abilities, it seems to us it will be wise 
to get the hogs, at least the older ones, 
in condition for market early in the 
*eason. If they have good clover pas- 
ture we would not feed them any corn 
now, but as soon as the new corn is tit 
tor the purpose we should feed liberal- 
ly, cutting the stalks and feeding them 
with the corn. If by thus feeding the 
hogs kept over, as pigs or breeding 
tow s, are fat and marketed by October, 
the probabilities are that more profit 
will be made than by deferring liberal 
&cdiug until frost has destroyed the 
I»astu;age and then marketing the hog- 
in January. 

Aftei th«- first lot has been sold, if.as 
we expect uo«v, there should !>e a good 
prospect for v.ell sustained prices, we 
r-'.iouli hai the early psjs, except the 
best which si. ild Ite kept lor breeding 
])urj>ose ; , with reference to selling them 
during the Winter. 

As a practical solution of the much 
discussed question, whether it i- heal 
to fatten pigs before they are a year 
old or keep them over one Winter and 
fell them from sixteen to twenty 
months old. we would suggest that for 
very many farmers Iwrth courses are ad- 
visable; that i«. it i* advisable to have 
some litters of pigs come earlv in the 
Spring, fattening them when from 
eight to ten months old. and keeping 
the later litters until the following year.

Wheat requires a Itetter soil than rye. 
and where the soil is not good enough 
to yield at least 15 bu-hels of wheat to 
the acre, it would be better to sow rye, 
which might bring 2d or 30 bushels. 
It is useless to sow the more delicate 
white wheats except in the hart soils. 
The am'ier and red wheats are safer to 
sow on medium and light sails. The 
past ha- In en a wet season, and there 
will lie few complaints of a soil too dry 
for sowing. Fields not yet plowed, 
should he tuniisl over at once, and har- 
rowed thoroughly until (he soil is well 
settled. A firm mellow soil is needed 
for wheat or rye. Sow ing by drill is 
the safest method. The saving of seed 
will nearly pay tor the use of the drill. 
Drills may l>e hired for 40 cents an 
acre or less. The next best manner of 
sowing, is to broadcast the seed, and 
cover with a cultivator. If the seed is 
sown broadcast, the ground should be 
rolled thoroughly after being harrowed 
Drill sowing saves the labor of harrow- 
ing afterwards. Where the fly is not 
feared, early sowing is to Ik- pre- 
ferred. It is. a choice of evils Iwtwccn 
the dangers of the tly on the one hand, 
and of N inter-killiug on the other. If 
the soil is iu good condition, the time of 
sowing is to be decided according to 
circumstances, locality, and the judg- 
ment of the individual.— .1 nr, imm 
Agrirulttirirt.

The farmer had 
verified n rule well known to the mueh- 
de-pi-ed '-book farmer,*' and arrived at 
by many and careful experiments, that 
about three pounds of good food per 
day for each one hundred pounds of 
live stock is a fattening allowance. 
Par illustration, a sheep weighing one 
hundred piunds requires three pounds 
of food per day and a steer weighimg 
one thousand needs thirty pounds 
These rules are approximately correct, 
being varied somewhat by quality of 
fixid and stock. The farmer knowing 
the weight of his food and that of his 
stock, by applying these rules, can 
guess closely as to whether he has 
enough fiiod fir his stock. 

Who i*the Be*l Farmer? 

The best farmer is he w ho raises the 
best and largest, crops on the smallest 
surface of land at the least expense, and 
at the same time annually improves 
his soil; who understands his business 
and attends to it; whose manure heap 
is very large and always increasing; 
whose corn-crib and smoke-house are at 
home; who is surrounded by all the 
necessaries and comforts of life; who 
studies his profession, and strives to 
reach perfection in it; who keeps a 
strict account of all his out goes and in- 
come: and who kr:ows how he stands 
the end of each season, mefc a farmer 
in nine times mit of ten will succeed, 
and not only make fanning a pleasant, 
but profitable occupation. Try it and 
see how it is yourself, reader.— Firm-

Very little is rcqttisitt — none, 
generally, if the apples are very fre-h. 

intl S.vt cn.— Fare and core three 
good-i/.e 1 baking apple-', and put them 
into a w< ll-tinned pint saucepan, with 
two lalilcspooiifiils of cold water: cover 
the saucepan close, and set it on a triv- 
et over a slow fire a couple of hours

Bab the butter thorough- 
ly in the Hour and salt; dissolve the 
soda in the milk, and enough more to 
tike up the flour, which should lie 
Made into a very stiff dough; the 
more the dough is kneaded or pounded 
the better the crackers; roll out to the 
desired thickness — one quarter of an 
inch — and bake quickly. 

To BMML Fowl..— Slit the fowl 
down the back, and score to the bone 
all the thicker parts, as the thighs and 
breasUi in order to its lieing all equally 
done.
